one of the outstanding prelates of 
the Roman Catholic church. During 
the five years he has been head of 
the New York archdiocese his work 
has constantly attracted the atten­ 
tion of the Vatican and on several 
occasions he has been commended 
by the present pontiff, Pope Pius 
XI, and his predecessor, Pqpe Ben­ 
edict XV. 
Sercing his entire 
ecclesiastical 
career in New York, the city of his 
birth, Archbishop Hayes was pecu­ 
liarly fitted to assume the responsi­ 
bilities of his office, which are, per­ 
haps, more arduous than those of 
any other see in the world. A re­ 
view of his life w*ould make it ap­ 
pear that the archbishopric of New 
York had been his goal from boy­ 
hood because, beginning with 
hts 
early religious training in St. An- 
draw’s parish. City Hall Place, he 
has gone through every station in 
the service of his church th at led to 
that goai.tH e was a curate, parish, 
priest or pastor, secretary to a bish­ 
op, chancellor of the diocese, auxil­ 
iary bishop and finally archbishop. 
In all those positions, in addition to 
his success as the religious leader 
of his charges, he has shown extra­ 
ordinary ability as a business ad­ 
m inistrator and organizer. 
If there is one trait of Archbish­ 
op Hayes that stands out more than 
any other it is charity. His work 
iaong those lines, has been closely 
followed by Vatican authorities and 
since the death of Cardinal Gib­ 
bons of Bal tim re has caused him 
to be prom inently mentioned at ev­ 
ery papal consistory as a possible 
candidate for elevation to the Col­ 
lege of Cardinals. 
W hile uniform ly successful in the 
adm inistration of the affairs of the 
rachdiocese, w hat is regarded by 
many as the greatest work of Arch­ 
bishop Hayes has been his develop­ 
ment and coordination of Catholic 
charities. After working out a plan 
early in 1920 of federating alb the 
Catholic benevolent institutions in 
the archdiocese he placed it before 
the clergy and people and instituted 
a campaign for their united main­ 
tenance. During 
the 
last 
eight 
m onths of 1920 he raised for the 
purpose $960,000. 
In 
1921 
the 
am ount was $887,000 and In 1922 
it was $832,000. The total for the 
1923 campaign has not yet been an­ 
nounced, but it will compare fav­ 
orably with previous years and will, 
it is expected, make the grand total 
more than $3,500,000-raised since 
May I, 1920. 
A nother form of charity work in 
which Archbishop Hayes has been 
active has been in aiding the strick­ 
en people of the various countries of 
Europe, 
He 
has 
never 
failed 
to 
hear the cry of a people in want 
and by official letter to his clergy 
has set aside a certain Sunday for 
special collections antj in some in­ 
stances a special week for the col­ 
lection 
of 
clothing 
and 
food. 
Through the churches of the arch­ 
diocese he raised a substantial sum 
for the relief of the victims of the 
Japanese earthquake and more re­ 
cently set aside a week during which 
he urged his people to contribute 
clothing for the benefit of the dej- 
titute classes of Germany. 
Archbishop Hayes has always tak ­ 
en a profound and active interest in 
the internal troubles* in Ireland and 
while he frequently expresses his 
favor of the movement to gain free­ 
dom for that country he was more

Hayes, then auxiliary bishop of New 
York, served as a member of the

sendee w herever the American flag 
was raised. As chaplain general he 
visited virtually every arm y camp 
and naval base in America and* was 
prepared to go to France when the

Cardinal Farley made his trip over­ 
seas impossible. His other w ar work 
included activities in behalf of the 
various Liberty Loans and in hew ­ 
ing raise a fun dof $500,000 to aid 
French Catholic victims of the war. 
In 1920 he was decorated with the 
Order of the Crown of Italy for his 
work in behalf of Italians during 
the war. 
The Most Rev. 
a P trk k 
Joseph 
Hayes was born in Now York No­ 
vember 20, 1867, the son of Daniel 
and Mary Gleeson Hayes. He was 
educated at De LaSalle Academy and 
M anhattan Colleges nd 
after 
be­ 
ing graduated from the latter be­ 
gan his ecclesiastical education at 
St. Joseph’s sem inary, Troy, N. Y. 
He continued his theological studies 
at the Catholic University of Amer­ 
ica and was ordained g priest in 
1892. The Catholic University con­ 
ferred upon him the degree of S. T. 
L. (Licentiate in Sacred Theology) 
and he received the degree of Doc­ 
tor of Divinity from Rome in 1904. 
The archbishop’s first parish work 
was at St. Gabriel's 
church. 
New 
York, under the late Cardinal, then 
Monsignor, Farley. When the latter 
became auxiliary 
bishop 
of 
New 
York he named the young priest as 
his secretary, in which capacity he 
served from 1895 to 1914. 
In ad­ 
dition he became .chancellor of the 
diocese in 1903 and the same year 
was chosen first president of Cath­ 
edral College. In 1907 he was made 
a doijiestic prelate with the title 
of monsignor. In 1914 while on a 
trip to Rome. Cardinal Farley ask­ 
ed the Pope to make Mgr. Hayes his 
auxiliary bishop. The request was 
granted and he was constituted tit­ 
ular bishop of T&gaste. Appointed 
pastor of St. Stephen's church in 
1915, he continued in th at capacity 
until the death of Cardinal Farley, 
whom he succeeded as archbishop. 
W hen installed as head of the 
archdiocese the ceremonies, at the 
request of Archbishop Hayes, were 
simple because it Was in the m idst 
of the Lenten season. |The installa­ 
tion took place on March 18, 1919, 
before a congregation that filled St. 
Patrick’s cathedral. In his address 
the new archbishop said: “P h a v e 
neither plans nor 
policy 
to 
an­ 
nounce except my ardent desire and 
my fixed purpose to keep before me 
constantly the ideals of the Good 
Shepherd and to strive to walk in 
the footsteps of my reverend, saint­ 
ed and illustrious predecessors in 
this m etropolitan see.” A nother oc­ 
casion on which the capacity of the 
cathedral was taxed was in May of 
the same year when the archbishop 
received the sacred apllium , the em­ 
blem of his office.
